Coroner 
Bradley, who has been given more work 
in one day than any of his predecessors in 
office ever had before in six months, toid 
the Post-Dispatch representative last night 
that he had pee: been informed that five 
or six more dead negroes had been found 
in the muddy roads of the “Flat Ham” 
district, in the northwestern part of the 
town. 

“I haven’t been officially notified,” said 
Mr. Bradley complacent!v, “so I shan't go 
down there. If there are any dead nig- 
gers down in ‘Flat Horn’ I reckon they'll 
huve to stay until morning.”’ 

The last body brought into Kirkpatrick's 
undertaking place last night was that of 
an unidentified negro, who had been shot 
through the head during the fusillade about 
noon.

truth of the situation. All along Locust 
and Main etreets are houses with shattered 
window panes and bullet holes in the walls 
and roof.

ORDERS APPLY TO ALL. 


Troops Are Commanded to Arrest An; 
One With Armes. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 11.—The proc- 
lamaiton issued by Gov. Tanner in sending 
the militia to Pana creates a military dis- 
trict comprising the City of Pana and all 
territory within one mile thereof. It quotes 
the proclamation of November 21 last, 

which says in part: 

“TIT do, therefore, in the exercise of my 
authority forbid all persons to carry any 
arms, either publicly or privately, in this 
district. “he officer commanding the 
National Guards at Pana within 48 hours 
after the publication of this order will pro- 
ceed at once to take possession of the arms 
in the hands of the miners and citizens. 
Persons with arms in their hands will be 
arrested by the military authorities as if 
they intended a disturbance of the public 
place.”’

A 
sujte of apartments has been especially fit- 


ted up for him on the berth deck of the ship 
aft. The furniture and appointments are 
luxurious and the rooms are known 4s tlie 
Governor’s section. They are finished in 
California redwood, highly polished. Just 
forward of the saloon are the pantry and 
the office, the first on the port side, the 
second starboard. The saloon extends the 
full width of the vessel; it contains a beau- 
tifully polished sideboard, set with hand- 
some mirrors, two divans, upholstered in 
dark green leather, a dozen diners with the 
same upholstery, and two polished oak ta- 
bles. There are false windows hiding the 
dead-eye ports. These are fitted with small 
diamond panes and are draped in green silk. 
On the port side, back of the saloon, is a 
bedroom, which contains a brass bedstead, 
and behind that is a marble bath room. Two 
emaller bed rooms and a similar bath room 
are on the other side of the vessel. Be- 
tween the bed rooms is a small sitting room. 
These are to be the quarters of Capt. Leary 
and Lieut. Safforda who goes with him to 
Guam as Vice-Governor. 

Besides the Governor-General and his of- 
ficial family, the Yosemite will carry a i 
rison of 12% marines under Maj. A. C. Kil- 
ton. She will also have a brass band of 10 
men, which is to give concerts in front of 
the Governor’s palace. The Government 
will use the two buildings in Agano, which 
the Spanish officials occupied. The palace 
will be Gov. Leary’s residence and a barge, 
known as the “Quadrangle,”’ will house the 
garrison of marines. 

Gov. Leary will rule over 10,000 inhabitants 
of Guam, which 1s practically the only in- 
habited island of the Ladrones. Of these 
0 are foreign and the others are natives, 
an admixture of Spanish and Malay blood. 
The Yosemite is to remain at Guam for 
some time. Capt. Ide is ordered to make a 
survey of the island and report as to har- 
bors. The only harbor now known is Apri 
Bay, about five miles from Agano. There 
is a village of 4 houses on the hill back 
of the bay 

The Government has allowed Capt. Leary 
$50,000 to maintain his establishment as Gov- 
ernor. It is desired to make an impression 
on the people of the Guam of the wealth 
and. strength of the nation under whose 
flag they are to live. Capt. Leary takes 
with him on the Yosemite a pretty little 
steam launch. The Yosemite is loaded 
down with other stores. In her hold is a 
distilling plant that will insure pure water 
to the American garrison on the island. 
Light summer furniture for the palace and 
quadrangle is also in her cargo. She is to 
take on more stores in the navy yard be- 


fore she sails.

HAVE TO ABDICATE. 


CROWN SAID TO BE OF PASTE. 


Decoration Recently Received From 
the “Order of St. Catherine” First 
Caused Suspicion.

NEW YORK, April 11.—Rebellion has 
broken out in the New York Kingdom of 
Irish Hollanders, and Lavinia I. (Van Wes- 
tervelt Dempsey), monarch of everything 
Dutch that she surveys, may soon bemoan 
decline and fall, owing to an undue fond- 
ness for foreign decorations, 

This was the cause of a special meeting 
called at the boarding-house where Lavinia 
is at present tarrying “incog’’—a meeting 


so prolific of faith-shattering denouements 
that reverence for the royal person had 
Paris, was openly questioned.

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ANOTHER SUICIDE GROWS OUT OF 
THE DREYFUS AFFAIR. 


HENRY’S SECRETARY A VICTIM. 


——— 


He Kills Himself When Called Upon 
to Go to Paris and Give 
His Testimony. 


PARIS, April 1).—In preference to re- 
turning to Paris to tell what he knew 
about the Dreyfus case M. Louilller, former 
private secretary of lLlseutenant-Colonel 
Henry, last night killed himself at St. 
Quentin, Aisne, where he had resided after 
the suicide of Henry. 

The Eclaire this morning publishes the 
deposition of Senator Trarieux, made before 
the Court of Cassation, in the Dreyfus re- 
vision proceedings, in the course of which 
M. Trarieux said that Count Tornielli Bru. 


sati Di. Vergane, the Itallfan Ambassador 
to France, told him when the ‘Matin printed 
a fac simile of the bordereau that it was 
a flashlight reproduction, that the docu- 
ments mentioned had been given to the 
German attache by a person other than 
Dreyfus, and that the handwriting of the 
borderea"! was that of the officer who gave 
the documents to the attache. Comparison, 
he sald, would be easy, as the attache pos- 
sessed voluminous correspondence of that 
officer. 

Count Tornielll further told him that an 
attache of the Italian Embassy had shown 
him a letter from the German attache 
stating this and asserting that he did not 
know Dreyfus, and attributing to Count 
Esterhazy the act for which the court- 
martial had wrongly found Dreyfus guilty. 

The Figaro, in continuing publication of 
the testimony given before the Court of 
Cassation, the source of which Is still veiled 
in mystery, says that M. Casimir-Perier 
began his testimony by the statement that 
Jan. 6, 1895, he received a vieit from Count 
vor Munster, the German Ambassador, who 
communicated to him an official and per- 
sonal demand of Prince Hohenlohe. the 
German Chancellor, that he, as President 
of the republic, should formally deny that 
the German Embaséy was involved in the 
Dreyfus affair. 

M. Casimir-Perler told the court that, fn 
reply to Von Munsfer, he informed the 
German Ambassador that the document in 
question had been found at the German 
Embassy, but that nothing had been proved 
tO show that the Embassy solicited the 
document and that the Government did not 
wish to hold the Embassy responsible. It 
was” sufficient—the apers having bee# 
found at a foreign Embassy and presum.

The first de- 
voted his attention to showing that the ad- 
ditional revenu@ was not needed. Senuator 
Mott tried to prove that the brewers are 
| now overtaxed and cannot stand any addi- 
, tional burden. He gave figures, which he 
evideti- thought proved his point. He said 
' the twerty-one breweries in St. Louis were 
capitalized at $33,000,000; they manufactured 
year ~ 060,000 barrels of beer, 1,000,000 
'of which was sold outside the State, and 
under this bill would be exempt from taxa- 
tion. leaving 1,060,000 barrels subject to tax- 
ation at 40 cents a barrel, or a total tax of 
324,000 alnually. 

Upon this investment and earning power, 
the brewers pay the State of Missouri and 
the City of St. Louis a total in license 
taxes of $137,400. The taxes are as fol- 
lows: Merchants’, city and State licenses, 
$31,000; sundry licenses, vehicles, etc., $3100; 
special license, sprinkling taxes, etc., $3300; 
ad valorem taxes, $100,000; total $137,400: but 
they pay the government $3,238,400 annually. 

Senator Morton, favoring the bill, took the 
gzroand that the breweries had been fos- 
tered by Missouri and the time had come 
when they must lend a hand in supporting 
the State. He said that farm property had 
supported the State long enough. 

Senator Drabelle took the ground that 
the Democratic party could not afford to 
legislate against the brewbtries and pointed 
out*that they had been floundering about

The threatening situation, if no conference had been pro- 
posed, would be an overwhelming reason for holding one, and 
should stimulate the delegates to extraordinary efforts to ar- 
rive ata satisfactory conclusion. 

If the Czar’s proposal is insincere, the conference should 
utilize the opportunity to turn his trick to good account by 
sincere and earnest efforts to enforce action in the cause 
of peace and bring about a sincere understanding among the 
nations, 

All the reasons urged against the peace conference are in 
reality strong arguments in its favor. The delegates will have 
@ great opportunity to serve the interest of the people of the 
world.

The Paris “Beauty Show,” an account of which is published 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, is a revival in modern form, 
subject to modern conditions, of the great competitions of 
the Greeks, amcng whom the prize for perfection of form 
and features was a coveted honor, sought by persons of both 
Sexes and all classes. 

This competition will probably not be so simple as its 
ancient original. So far as is known the Greeks attended only 
to the sensible contour of the body, and gave little or no heed 
to the intelligence expressing itself in eyes and the play of 
feature. But the modern man cannot ignore this beauty of 
intelligence, even if he would. It is probably—to most ob- 
servers—the most conspicuous element in the sum of human 
charms. However acceptable the physical form may be, it 
leaves the observer cold unless perfected by the light within, 
illuminating the whole person and quickening the body with 
the life of the spirit.

It resem- 
bies the American oak, and its fruit, ftom 
which the butter is prepared, is not unlike 
the olive.

At Slerre Lepne 
is the cream-fruit tree, the fruit of which 
is quite agreeable in taste. At Table Bay, 
near the Cape of Good Hope, ‘s a small tree 
the berries of which make excellent can- 
dles. It is also found in the Azores. The 
vegetable tallow tree also grows in ®8u- 
matra, in Algeria and in hina. Ih the 
Island of Chusan large quantities of oil 
and tallow are extracted from its fruit, 
which is gathered in November or Decém- 
ber, when the tree has lest all its leaves. 
The bark of a tree {In China produces a 
beautiful soap. Trees of the sapindus or 
soap-berry order also grow in the Narth 
of Africa, They are amazingly prolific an 
their fruit contains about 38 per cent of 
sapon'n.

MILNER SPOKE HIS MIND. 


SAID UGLY THINGS TO COMMIS- 
SIONER HOLMAN. 


Street Commissioner Blames President 
McMath, Holman and Colby 
for Blocking Street Im- 
provements. 


The liveliest kind of a row developed 
Ot Tuesday's meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic Imporvements during the considerution 
Ol a general asphalt epécification. 


At one time the members grew personal, | 


and uncomplimentary remarks were freely 
exchatged. The Board adjourned without 
taking decided action on the question un- 
der discussion. 

The measure fought to provide a speci- 
fication that would be so genetfal in char- 
acter as to include all kinds of asphalt. 
President McMath held that in this way 
only could free competition be possible, 
and the city pena - the lowest figures. 
This was his conténtion since months ago, 
when the subject was brought up. Mucn 
time was spent in framing the ordinance 
and then much more in getting legal and 
contractors’ opinions on it. With President 
McMath were Water Commissioner Hol- 
manand Sewer Commissioner Colby. 

The Board went into committee of the 
whole Tuesday for the further considera- 
tion of the ordinance. 

Street Commissioner Milner opposed it 
vigorously on the ground that it was im- 
practicable. To support his view he sub- 
mitted opinions from contractors who con- 
demned it, and the policy of the city of 
Buffalo, which has 300 miles of the best as- 
phalt streeta in the world. 

All etated that to maké a contract hold, 
the ordinance had to specify the kind of 
aephalt to be used. 

Mr. Holman miidly asked what part Mr. 
Milner took in framing the Board's general 
epecifications. 

“I am glad to say. none at all,’’ replied 
the street commissioner with a show of 
irritation, “‘and I might ask what part you 
took. None at all, I can answer. You eat 
there a bump on 4 jog, through the entire 
proceedings.’ 

Mr. Holman replied in kind, and the 
President decided to avert hostilities by 
postponing further consideration of the 


measure. 

After the meeting had adjourned, Street 
Commissioner Milner directly charged 
President McMath, Commissioners Colby 
and Holman with blocking street improve- 
ment work for which he (Milner) is blamed 
by the public. 

“It's all McMath's hobby,” said Mr. Mil- 
ner. “and it’s that hobby that thas delayed 
street work and Will delay it all summer 
unless he comes down. Holman and Colby 
vote with him on everything in my depart- 
ment. thus shutting me off. If it had not 
been for their opposition I would have had 
Grand avenue paved from Laclede to HWas- 
ton avenues last fall, and not have to 
listen to the complaints of the propérty 
owners and citizens. That is how am 
Hhlamed for what is not my fault. Not 
only would I have paved Grand avenue, 
but many other streets. But no, my work 
is held up for a hobby. If there is any- 
thing wanted in the sewer or water de- 
partments, they get it, and I don't try 
to tel] them their business, but as sooon 
as I want something, they pose as ex- 
perts and hold up the work. Holman went 
to Washington to get figures on this as- 
phalt proposition. Even with that he could 
not patch a hole in the street, and while 
Il am no expert I can do that. As for 
there being no competition under exist- 
ing conditions, that is nonsense.

his son, Richard, came in. Mr. Quay was 
emiling and his features bore a hopeful 
expression as he responded to the greet- 
ings of friends. 

He sat quietly through the entire session, 
and was apparently the most unconcerned 


| person in the room. 
| Thomas W. Barlow, the receiver of the 
‘bank, who was on the stand at adjourn- 


ment yesterday and identified the books 
; and papers found in the bank upon as- 
‘suming h‘s duties, was croSs-examined by 
Mr. Shapley, of counsel for Mr. Quay. 
Mr. Shapley had not proceeded far with 
the cross-examination before his line of 
questions apparently indicated his purpose 
to prove that the whole fabric of the 
charges against Mr. Quay were the result 
of a conspiracy. After bringing out the 
fact that Mr. Barlow was assistant to the 
former District Attorney Graham during 
the time he acted as receiver and waé 
busy with other duties, thé witness was 
told to tell all the circumstances of his 
removal! of certain letters, papers and books 
from the private desk of Cashier Hop- 
kins. Amo these books is the one known 
aa ‘The Red Book,” which the prosecution 
alleges shaws that Hopkins computed in- 
terest on ‘State funds which he deposited 
to Mr. Quay’s credit.

Mr. Barlow, in reply,

In addition to several threat- 
ening communications, early in February 
Mr. Andrews received an infernal machine 
through the malls. 

It was ‘a box about 5 inches long, 4 wide 
and 3 deep. It contained more than a pound 
of powder, with a piece of sulphur upon it. 
Matches were arranged along the under 
side of the cover, so that when the box 
was opened the matches would ignite and 
fire the explosive. 

The police and postoffice officials were 
working on the case at the time of Mr. 
Andrews’ death. 


DEATH IN DEAD MEN'S CLOTHES 


Second Hand Shops Again Turn Out 
the Apparel of Contagious 
Victims for Wear. 


April 11.—Dr. M. B. Feeney, 
Chief Sanitary Inspector, has submitted 
an exhaustive report to the the 
Board of Health stating that last week he 
visited shops in Hester, Bayard and Eld- 
ridge streets, on the East Side, and dis- 
covered <hat clothes taken from the bodies 
of persons who died from contagious and 
infectious diseases were handled and sold 
without the least compunction. Clothing 
taken from drowned men is dried and then 
repaired in these shops and sent South, 
where it is sold in stores. Dr. Feeney says 
that through these clothes diseages are 
communicated and the clothes are respon- 
sible for the epidemics in the South. 

The police say there are scores of just such 
places in the thickly populated East Side, 
and they will make efforts to suppress 
them. 


CARPENTERS’ STRIKE ENDED. 


Compromise Effected at Cleveland and 
Men Return to Work. 
CLEVBLAND, O., April 11.—The carpen- 
ters’ strike inaugurated in this city a week 
ago has been settled by a compromise and 
the men resumed work to-day. The orig- 
inal demand was for an eight-hour day 
and 30 cents an hour. By the terms of 
settlement the men received 2744 cents an 
hour, with an eight-hour day. Heretofore 
the carpenters have worked nine hours @ 
day. It is estimated that over 300) men are 
benefited by the addition of the new scale.

a Successful Neédle Operation Yor: 
Cataract in Washington. 


There is now the best reason for believ- 
ing that Hon. Jehu Baker’s eyesight will 
be completely restored. 

For a.year, owing to the grawth-of cat- 
aracts over both of his eyes, Mr.. Baker 
has been almost totally bereft of sight. 
Ruring the session of Congress next pre- 
ceding the last am operation was performed 
on the left eye by Dr. Wilmer, a noted 
Washington specialist. It was successful 
to the extent of letting the rays of light 
into the eye, but as is frequently the case, 
a second operation was found necessary. 

At the close of the last session of Con- 
gress and of Mr. Baker’s term as Con- 
gressman, he and Mrs. Baker stayed in 
Washington for the purpose of having the 
second operation performed. 

This is called the needle operation. 
effect of it, if successful, is to concentrate 
the rays and completely restore the sight. 

Miss E. R. West, sister of Mrs. Baker. 
who returned from Washington at the 


close of the session. received a letter Mon- 
day from Mrs Baker, which stated that 
the needle operation had been performed 
and there was every indication that it had 
been entirely successful. 

Mr. and Mrs. Baker will return to Belle- 
ville as soon as Mr. Baker has the per- 
mission of the specialist to travel. 

The other eye will not be operated on 
until the full effect of the recent operations 
is manifest. 

With his sight even partially restored, 
Jehu Baker is expected by adherents and 
opponents alike to continue to be a factor 
in the peclitics of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gressional District of Lllinois. The old 
philosopher has lost none of his mental 
vigor and is physically as “‘fit’’ as he ever 
was in his life and his hold on the people 
of the district, it is maintained, was never 
stronger.
